"First they arc stored away in 
solt. Then wo put them in a 
sodium sulphite liquor which dis- 
*tiwa hair. It would he good 
stuff to shave with, except that 
it has to bo exactly figured when 
In take the skin out of the liquor. 
If it were left in too long it 
would be eaten up. Tho hair Is 
pnt thrown away, but is used for 
different purposes, to make felt, 

etc. 

"Then the hide Is put in an- 
other liquor called 'hate.' This Is 
nothing hut bacteria in liquid, 
interspersed with soda. Again if 
you leave tho skin too long in the 
liquor, it will be Injured. Next 
wo put the hide into a pickle to 
neutralize all the lime and to 
prepare It for tanning. 

*Tho process of tanning is not 
really understood yet. It fills out 
the cells in the leather to make It 
tough. About 30 years ago a 
chemical process for tanning 
leather in ten hours Instead of 
six or seven weeks with bark 
was discovered. 

"Then comes dyeing. Wc use 
anollno dyes which combine with 
the leather. Then oil lr put Into 
them before they ore dried. Then 
comes tho finishing process. We 
we nnallno dyes instead of the 
pigments used for cheaper leath- 
ers. 

"Three ehockcrs-up do nothing 
but test the colors and ad Hist Mic 
colors until they are right all 
day long. Then the polishing 
process takes place under n glass 

cylinder. 
"And as the five o'clock

"Work has now been in pro- 
gress for eight months on tho 
preliminary survey for the King 
Township Wild Life Project, 
sponsored by Aubroy Davis, of 
Newmarket," staled K. M. Mny- 
nll, forester, of Kotlleby, this 
week. Mr. May all Is in charge of 
the project. 

"There are still many people 
in tin? township who nre uncer- 
tain us to the real objectives of 
the survey. Tho project Itself 
aims to Improve the natural re- 
sources, (woods, plants, n.iimnls, 
soil and water) of the township. 
Tims the land suitable for agri- 
culture may produce to its full 
cunacity, and the rest of the hind 
will not be wasted. The present 
survey has two main objects, 
firstly to find out the present 
conditions In the township, and 
secondly to make recommenda- 
tions for any posiiihle improve- 
ments, 

"Tho survey will therefore 
require an accurate estimate of 
tho total forest lands, bushlots, 
and Blrcomflow, and census of 
the present game, fur, fish and 
other wild life. It will also rc- 
qulio a note of any serious 
eroflon, washouts, slushing of tho 
forest cover, ovorpnslurlng of 
wocdlolrt, and other conditions 
harmful to tho land, and not In 
tho best interests of tho fanners. 
Besides this, the oplr.mn of tho 
formers themselves is being 
naked, as to tho wild life situa- 
tion, whether they approve of 
public* hunting on their lands, 
and whclhor they would Ilko to 
seo an Incrunso of wild life in the 
township,

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WARS AND REGRETS 

We are getting too parochial, a reader tells us. 
We are paying no attention to the international 
affairs which may take some of our boys before 
long to foreign fields to die. We are becoming 
too much engrossed with the affairs of our own 
little Main St. It is a fair charge. It is months 
since a word concerning international problems 
has appeared in these columns. We confess that 
we get very discouraged about trying to under- 
stand European and Asiatic affairs. The war in 
Spain, with evil on both sides, because we know 
that the slaughtering of men whether they are 
rebels or socialists can never be righteous, still 

goes on. Italy declares her independence of the 
League of Nations and hints at a Japanese- 
German -Itau' an fascist alliance to defend "civili- 
zation against communism," while democracy feels 
just as uncomfortable about fascism as it does 
about communism. In China, Japan carries on a 
"righteous" but ruthless and unprovoked invasion 
of China and "deeply regrets" the sinking of a 
U.S. gunboat taking refugees to safety and the 
killing of a British tar. One thing we do know 
is that 25 years ago such incidents would have 
resulted in war. The pacifist thinking and 
preaching of the last 20 years and the revolt 
against war In Britain and the United States have 
made these countries ready to forgive and forget 
if regrets are "deep" enough.

This is intended as a warning to Mr. Hepburn. 
But of what is the Fredericton Gleaner's state- 
ment "significant"? It is significant of the desire 
of the city of Fredericton to have more provincial 
funds spent within its limits. It is only natural 
that a city which grew in population from 6,000 
in 1871 to* only 8,800 in 1931, a period of 60 years, 
would like to see the 400,^0 people of that 
province spending as much money as possible in 
the capital city. In Ontario, the capital "equa- 
tion" is a little different. Of the province's 
8,400,000 population over 600,000 live in the 
capital city, and presumably pay about a fifth 
of the cost of the upkeep of Chorley Park. 
That should make them a little more sympathetic 
to Mr. Hepburn's proposal to save over $100,000 
a year. The Fredericton Gleaner says that this 
"is not a subject of which the people of the 
province as a whole should be inclined to boast," 
but probably the weeping and wailing over the 
disappearance of government house 50 years ago 
is pretty well confined to the city of Fredericton.
